dent that the measure has been
of great service in arousing a discus-
slon among the bankers and husltoess
men of the nation and sharpening
thelr appreciation of the need of a
thoroughly sclentific currency meanire
founded npon up-to-date meéthods and
principles.

The Aldrich blll, pulled, maujed,
pummeled and disfigured in the sen-
ate, was floally passed and sent (o the
howse, where It falled to receivesthe
courtesy of beilng reported from the
committee, The Vredland bill, a
poorly disguleed substitute for the Al-
drich messure, has been tabled by the
house and no real prospect remsains
that even a makeshift measure can
sturvive the protests that are pouring
in from all parts of the country
against any tinkering, patchwork leg-
jalation om the currency question,

Under the clreumstances the decks
may be conpidéred to have been in a
measure cleared for fulure action
looking to the establishment of a cur-
rency system, safe and sound in char-
actéer and based upon a natural and
éffective relation to the volume of
business, The quoestion remains
whether this shzll be an abandonment
of tho bond-secured system, now in ex-
istence, Oor a change to the asset cur-
réncy plan. Congress and the country
are becoming more keenly allve to the
pecepsity of a currency rellef measure
to meet such conditions ss prevalled
throughout the country last fall.

The demand for a sound ang legal,
though temporary, currency, has not
subsided. The method of providing
thia lssue is the gquestlon that congreas
must settle. The defeat of the Al-
drich bill clears the way for positive
legislstion at a later time. Fallurs of
the congress to sgree upon any plan
for such a system at the present ses-
slon stréengthena the agitation in favor
of the appointment of a currency com-
mission to sit during the coming sum-
mer and make a report to congresa not
Intér than Januoary 1, 180%. The ap-
polntment of such A commissfon fs the
most satisfactory outcome that may be
expected from the present sessfon and
the most promising assurance that
when the currency reform question is
settled It will be settled right.

MR WILLIAMS PRUOTEST,

Just as patriotiem is reputed to be
the last refuge of scoundrels, the con-
stitution appears to be the last refuge
of politicians In publie life who find
themselves defeaied and In peed of an
excupe for the fallure of their efforts
John Bharp Willlama of Mississippl,
leadler of the democratic minority In
the house of representatives at Wash-
ington, has appealed to the constitu-
tion to protect him and his party from
the “domineering methods of Speaker
Cannon."” The appeal Is over a mat-
ter more or less trivial In jts bearing
on the public welfare, but as it has
become the custom to heed all appeals
to the conatitution, Mr. Willlams Is
due for a hearing. He asserts that
the speaker arbitrarily adjourned the
house session last Saturday on a viva
voeceé vole, despite the clamor of the
minority for a roll call, In a deliber-
ate and carefully prepared statéement

Mr. Willlams says:

I have been willing that the majoriiy
should do anything that It could to the
minorily as long as our constitutional
rights were respocted. 1€ I wers In the
majority 7 would doubtless do every-
thing that I could in a constitutional way
to carry out my program. But this thing
tonight was revolutionary. It ran over
our constitutional righta. No speaker be-
fore, not evan Resd, ham ever denisd to
the minority the right of a roll call guar-
anteed by the oonstitution. which the
speaker swore (o uphold when he took his
okth of office.

The tacts are not disputed. The
house had been in sesalon seven hours
and the minority, In pursuance of a
filibustering policy decided upon some
weeks ago had forced roll call after
roll call on most trivial motions. At
7 o'clock in the evening a motion to
adjourn was made and a viva voce vote
taken. The speaker declared the mo-
tion carrled and ordered adjournment.
The minority leader and his support-
ars werg clamoring for a “‘division,”
which 18 the parllamentary prelimin-
ary for a demand for the yeas and
nays. The speaker insists that the de-
mand for a divislon came too late and
that, if it had been meade In time, {t
was made for purposes of delay, and
he was justified In ignoring it

The question whether the constitu-
tlon trampled upon 8 still unset-
tled. at revered document makes
one mention of roil calls. It simply
provides,' in defining the powers and
duties of congress, that “Bach house
ghall keep a journal 'of its proceed-
ings and, from time to time, publish
the same, excepting such parts as may
in their judgment require secrecy; and
the yeas and nays of the members of
elther house on any guestion shall, st
the desire of one-fifth of those pres-
ent, be entered on the journal.” There
i# no record that any demand was
made for a yea and nay vote. Mr.
Williams does not ¢laim he had made
such a demand, but declares that the
call for a division was tantamount to
a notice that a roll eall was demanded.
Had such & demahd been made the
spenker would have been bound by the
constitution to obhserve it. Mr. Wil-
llams appears to have been asleep at
the switch when his opportunity went
by. As a matter of fact, it could have
made no difference, except keeping
members a half hour later for their
dinners, whether the roll was called
on the motion to adjourn, but It is
gratifying to note that the constitution
Is still unshattered,
